Guin, the erection of a fence fbr a 
friend, the cutting and carrying away 
of timber along the - canal and other 
things contrary to the spirit of proper 
conduct. The matter was brought be- 
fore the board on petition signed by 
five well known citizens of this city.

The Biotous and Lawless Hold 


Sway at Spring Valley. 


-No Arrests or Attempts to Arrest 


Have Been Made, 


Both Sides Encaged In the Bloody Riots 


Are Organizing Their Forces, and Pre- 


paring for Another Battle—Mass 


Meetings Being Held. 
; 


PRINCETON, HI., Aug. a—The rioters 


and the lawless held sway in Spring 
-Valley Monday nifrht. 
No 'arrests or 


attempts to arrest have been made and 
those anarchistically inclined are in 
hig-h spirits. The mobs commenced 
operations Monday by . stopping work 
at the various coal shafts and during 
the entire day the streets have swarm- 
ed with men, and further depredations 
are expected at any time. All day 
both sides engaged in the bloody 
riots 
of 
Sunday 
were 
organ- 


izing 
their 
men 
and 
prepar- 


ing for further display of force. 
The 


whistles at the various coal shafts were 
blown Sunday night and Monday morn- 
ing, giving the signal that work would 
be done in the mines, and large num- 
bers of miners turned out with their 
dinner pails, but were confronted on 
the highway leading to the shafts by 
Italians armed with rifles and various 
small arms, most of the English speak- 
ing men desired to work but were not 
allowed to do so. 


Over two thousand assembled at 


mass meeting of the strikers Monday, 
and the situation was freely discussed, 
nearly all the speeches in a foreign 
tongue. 
One coal company was round- 


ly denounced and much inflammatory 
language was used. A resolution was 
adopted giving the remnant of the 
Negroes left until 5 o'clock Tues- 
day evening to leave the city and to 
carrj' off their effects. Any effects 
left at that time will be declared con- 
fiscated and destroyed. 
A committee 


was appointed to-organize the Italians 
and see that the instructions were car- 
ried out. Another committee waited 
on Superintendent Daluell and de- 
manded the discharge of all Negroes, 
and to agree to employ no more at 
present 
Mr. Dalzell said 
he had 


nothing to say and that it was a mat- 
;er he would not_discuss. 


At another meeting of the miners at 
late hour Monday night the strike 


was ordered to continue until such 
iime as the demands made are granted. 


The 'Negroes now propose to return 


;o thoir homes and resume work in the 
mines. They held a mass meeting 
Monday at 
Seatonville, where the! 


Negroes are readezvousing, and voted 


remain at Seatonville until their 


men were organized and then return 
;o the valley. A committee was ap- 
pointed to visit Princeton in the mean- 
time and endeavor to secure the three 
Kindred repeating Winchester rifles 
that are owned by Bureau county and 
stored in the court house to be used for 
ihe protection of citizens in case of 
riot 


The county officials at Princeton, 


when seen Monday night, did not 
rtnow what steps if any would be 
taken to bring the guilty parties in 
Spring Valley to justice. 
Sheriff 


lark said he was discouraged in the 


matter, as not one man was ever con- 
victed in the courts who was arrested 
a year ago for looting the stores at 
Spring Valley and Ladd. States At- 
torney Johnson said he conducted the 
cases last year to this effect, and did 
not care to go through the same expe- 
rience again.

of tho parsonage accumulated in tho 
alloy, "other alleys in different parts 
of tho city wero being obstructed in 
various ways. 
The report made by 


Secretary Jack was quite a lengthy 
one, with verbose explanations. No 
action was taken by tho board on the 
report 


Mr. Miller, as ono of tho committee 


appointed to investigate the dairies, 
reported that they had visited most of 
tho country stables and made an inves- 
tigation. Many of them were found 
very clean. Messrs. M. Gaseley and 
Vaiighters wore deserving of special 
mention for their cleanliness and com- 
forts. 


Health Officer 
Fulton reported 1C 


deaths for tho month past, the death 
rate for tho mouth being 11.58. One 
case of scarlet fever was reported, the 
only contagious disease for the month. 


A report as to tho condition of tlie 


dairies visited was presented: 


Calvert Dairy—Located on tho West 


Side, about three and a half mites 
from tho city. Milks 12 cows, produc- 
ing 20 to as' gallons of milk per day; 
has about 55 acres of pasture; drives 
tho cows to tho canal for water; also 
lias a foul pond of water in the stable 
yard; uses stationary stalls; cows in 
good condition. 
Ilapp "Dairy— Milks thirteen cows, 


producing 85 to UC gallons of milk per 
day; has about 40 acres of pasture; 
feud.s malt and bran; running and pond 
water; cows in good condition; uses 
stationary stalls, 
Woods Dairy— Milks 9 cows, produc- 


ing about 1C gallons of milk per day; 
pastures cows in tho woods; range 
pasture; creek water; cows in a fair 
condition, except one, which hud a 
swollen bag, from which he said he did 
not use tho milk; stable not in very 
good order; mud iloor; uses mill feed.

John tillich, a Teamster, Gets CanKlit Be- 


tween a :Load of Lumber "ami a Gate 


.and Has His Back Bonn Broken 


. and I« Injured Internally— 


May Not Recover. 


There was a very serious accident 


this morning at the yards of the Leet 
Lumber company as the result of 
which John Lillich, an employe of the 
company, will be a helpless cripple the 
remainder of his life and may lose 
his life: 


The accident occurred about 9 o'clock 


this morning, Mr. Lillich, who is a 
teamster, was haulinp some .shingles 
into the yard on Washington street 
uear the planing mill. At this point 
the grounds of the company are sur- 
rounded by a high "board fence, en- 
trance for teams being through a slid- 
ing gate. The top piece on which the 
gate slides is so high that a man with 
an ordinary load can pass under it in 
safety, and this morning when Mr. 
Lillich approached the gate he thought 
that by stooping he could pass through 
in safety. 


He had the shingles stacked higher 


on his 
wagon 
than 
he thought 


however, and when he attempted to 
pass through the gate he was 'caught, 
between the top piece and the shingles, 
and as the team continued moving 
was horribly crushed. 
He was insen- 


sible when his fellow workmen came 
to his assistance. 


The patrol wagon was at once called 


and rigged up in ambulance shape, and 
the unfortunate man removed to his 
home at the corner of Findlay and 
Tenth streets, where he was carefully 
examined by physicians. It was found 
that his spinal cord had been broken 
and one rib, while there are internal 
injuries. His lower limbs are paralyzed 
of course and he is unable to move. As 
to whether ;he will recover his physi- 
cians are unable to say but chances 
are that he will not. 
In any event he 


will never be.,.able to walk or work 
again.

The injured man is about 45 years of 


age and has lived here practically all 
his life.
